Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not persausive for reasons indicated below: 
Applicant argues: 

Hyponnen discloses "intercepting" data, instead of copying the data and re-routing it to the \ irus scanning server 
I !xaniiner responds: 

The Examiner respect full) disagrees. I h pponen discloses intercepting, identify ing and transferring data to a \ irus scanner (see [ 00 1 4 1, lines 1-2). 
Furthermore, 1 1\ pponen more expressly discloses that such data is copied then transferred (see [0019], lines 1-4: copy of data is transferred ...for virus 
scanning) 



Applicant argues: 

Liang does not disclose the two specific modes of claim 1 , stand-by mode where the data is copied and analyzed for a virus and inline mode where the 
data is not copied and the original data is analyzed for a \ irus. Liang docs not disclose obtaining network cm ironment data and assigning an II' addresss 
to the virus monitor. Laing does not disclose a virus monitor locating a controller and registering itself with the controller. 

Examiner responds: 

The Examiner observes that Applicant argument is not made with regard to the disclosure old I\ pponen luther in \ iew of Liang. In response to 
applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references indh idualh where the rejections are 
based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 
(Fed. Cir. 1986). It is the combination ol ' I h pponen and Liang that discloses Applicant's claim limitations. Ilypponen (see |()() 1 5 |-| 00 1 X |) discloses the 
specific modes (i.e. standby and inline modes) of the virus scanner and Liang discloses switching between modes (see [0034]). Furthermore, Laing 
disclose retrieving information from a WAN/Internet and enabling ungrading option for the virus scanner (see 1 0025]). 



The rejection of claims 1-15 and 17-22 are maintained as in the final Office Action mailed 03/17/2008. 
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
